Forward March! 


“To arms, to arms” was the cry in September of 1940. In response to this stirring 
call came many young volunteers. Their great Commander-in-Chief, General James 
Maus, a veteran of many battles, was ready to induct the recruits into the great Army 
of High School Education. Under his leadership fifty-one privates were inducted. 
Our first task in this year as privates was the election of our officers. We elected 
Ray Hudson as president, Jimmy Cates as vice-president, and Mary Eliza White as 
secretary and treasurer. After a year of hard work we went out to look for a 
greater battle. 


After the ups and downs of private training, we were soon promoted to corporals. 
We were surprised that we had lost twelve of our privates. This year we had as 
Commander-in-Chief, Colonel W. E. Bowman. We elected Mary Eliza White as 
resident, Hazel Cobb as vice-president, and Sarah Russell as secretary and treasurer. 
This was a short and very decisive battle in which “Education” was victorious. 


Our army then advanced to sergeants. Mrs. Epp Debnum was then our Commander- 
in-Chief. To strengthen our forces for this battle there came from the surrounding 
sections strong reinforcements. The following new sergeants were added: Donald 
Vincent, Gordon Fasting, Mildred Harrell, and Betty Ruth Smith. These new soldiers 
soon became one of us. This year was successful in many ways. We sold magazines 
in order to entertain the seniors. In April, we gave a prom in the High School Library 
in honor of the seniors. We had encugh money left to pay our part on a phonograph 
for the school. Our officers for the junior year were W. J. Taylor as president, William 
Leary as vice-president, Sarah Russell as secretary, and Mary Eliza White as treasurer. 
The enemy would have taken as prisoners of war many of our soldiers had it not 
been for the skillful and experienced leadership of the officers in charge. 


Almost before we realized it, we were officers ourselves. It was the duty of some 
of the officers to make it possible to have this annual. Of all the enlisted men that 
we started out with, we now have only twenty-three officers to finish out the year. 
One of our officers is married but she will still remain with us. A few of our officers 
are already in this World War taking real training and fighting a real war. 


The worst tragedy of our senior class was the sudden death of one of our members, 
Carroll Harrell. 


Inspired by the splendid leadership of Colonel Clark, we are now ready to take 
up our duties at posts in foreign fields, where we will continue to wage unceasing 
war until the enemy Ignorance is finally vanquished.

Edenton was an easy prey for the strong Elizabeth City Yellow Jackets. The visitors’ 
attack was sparked by husky John Copley who scored almost at will. Despite the 
odds the Aces fought valiantly and managed to score in what was the most spectacular 
play of the game. With the score 47 to O in the final quarter, and playing in their 
own territory, Sam Ross dropped back to the 10 yard line from where he whipped 
a pass to Cleary on the 20 yard line. With perfect interference, Cleary weaved and 
twisted his way on an 80 yard jaunt for a touchdown to save the Aces from a white- 
washing. The game ended with a 47-6 score in favor of Elizabeth City. 


In the game with Roanoke Rapids the Aces were destined to lose by a large 
margin. But when the whistle blew the scoreboard read Roanoke Rapids 25, Edenton 13. 


The Edenton Aces were confident tor victory over Ahoskie but were met with strong 
opposition. The entire game+was well fought by both teams though neither team 
scored.

Again the Aces went down before the strong Tarboro team. They fought valiantly 
throughout the game and managed to score one touchdown.
